MUNICIPAL 


ENGINEERS’ CLUB OF ST. LOUIS.—The first meeting 
of the fall was held on Sept. 17 at the club rooms, 709 
Pine St. After some miscellaneous business a paper was 
read on ‘“‘Bituminous Coal Mining in Illinois,’ by Mr. B. 
Cole. The paper described the methods of mining and 
the appliances and methods used in hauling, hoisting and 
ventilating. Some statistical matter given showed that 
in the year ending July 1, 1901, 915 mines in Illinois pro- 
duced 26,000,000 tons, with 44,000 employees. The accident 
death rate was 2.2 per 1,000 employees or one death per 
269,000 tons mined. The paper was discussed by Messrs. 
Fish, Freeman, Barwick, Bausch, Russell and others.

WESTERN SOCIETY OF ENGINEERS.—At the meet 
ing held in the Society's rooms at Chicago on Sept. 17, a 
large crowd was in attendance to listen to a paper by Mr. 
George W. Jackson, on ‘“‘The Scope, Extent and Construc- 
tion of the Underground Conduits of the Illinois Telephone 
& Telegraph Co., in Chicago,’’ the paper being illustrated 
by numerous lantern slides of the plans, photographic 
views, etc. The company is building a network of con- 
crete-lined tunnels, 26 ft. below the streets, and already 
has 12 miles of tunnel completed. The system has al- 
ready been described in Engineering News, and some 
notes from the paper are given in another column. 

An automatic exchange telephone system is to be used, 
and Mr. J. F. Crook read a short paper on ‘‘The Combined 
Automatic Switchboard and Telephone,”’ in which he de- 
scribed the apparatus employed.

AMEb ‘AN SOCIETY OF CIVIL ENGINEERS.—At the 
regular meeting on Sept. 17 the paper presented was by 
Mr. Jas. N. Hazlehurst, M. Am. Soc. C. E., of Mobile. 
Ala., and its tithe was “The Maintenance of Asphalt 
Streets."" The paper discussed the difficulties in requiring 
a long-term guarantee from contractors for asphalt paving 
and proposed a plan for solving these difficulties as fol 
lows: The contractor is to keep the pavement in repair 


for five years without expense to the city; after that time 
he still continues to keep the pavement in repair, but is 
paid by the city a price per square yard named in the 
contract and intended to represent the actual cost of 
reasonable repairs only. Thus, if the pavement requires 
excessive repairs, the burden falls upon the contractor. 

The paper was discussed at much length by Messrs 
Samuel Whinery, Nelson P. Lewis, W. B. Reed and 
others, and Mr. Whinery showed most convincingly that 
long-term guarantees for asphalt pavements were ‘‘a de 
lusion and a snare." The difficulty in fixing a standard 
price for maintenance as proposed by Mr. Hazlehurst is 
that the wear of asphalt pavement and the necessary re- 
pairs may vary from 5% to 100%, even when the work is 
well done, and depends quite as much on the amount and 
kind of traffie over it as upon the quality of the pave 
ment itself. 

Many other reasons were cited in the discussion why 
the exacting of a long-term guarantee was unfair to the 
contractor and against the city’s best interests, and no 
speakers had anything to say in its favor 

It was also pointed out that the whole idea of exacting 
a guarantee is a relic of the days when the contractor 
knew the asphalt business and the engineer did not 
Nowadays, when engineers are writing their own specifi 
cations for asphalt pavement, the proper policy is to 
compel the contractor to work according to specifications, 
It is manifestly unfair, however, to do this and at the 
same time hold him responsible for the quality of the 
work. 

WESTERN RAILWAY CLUB.—The season of 1902-1903 
was opened by the meeting held at the Auditorium Hotel 
Chicago, on Sept. 16. The Secretary announced that the 
club now has 1,073 members. Two short but practical 
papers were read, abstracts of which were given in our 
issue of Sept. 18, and both of these called out consider 
able discussion. 

The first paper, on ‘‘Locomotive and Car Serap,"’ was 
read by Mr. T. A. Lawes, Superintendent of Motive Power 
of the Chicago & Eastern Illinois Ry., and was printed in 
last week’s issue of Engineering News. Mr. P. H. Peck 
(C. & W. I. Ry.) referred to the necessity of collecting 
scrap at frequent intervals, and of care in picking out the 
new material which is always found in scrap piles. Mr. 
MacKenzie (N. Y., C. & St. L. Ry.) thought a depressed 
track would be cheaper and better than a platform. Mr. 
Schroyer (C. & N. W. Ry.) did not approve of the ele- 
vated platform, which in many yards would be an ob- 
struction, and he did not approve of storing or holding the 
scrap. At his plant, the scrap is sorted in the car, and 
distributed to other cars to be sent to the blacksmith 
shop, store, etc., the store department crediting the car 
department for the scrap received. The best wrought- 
iron scrap is at once cut and piled and sent to the black- 
smith shop to be worked into car axles. One member 
spoke of using a rattler or tumbler to clean arch bars, 
channel spring planks, etc., which often show defects 
after this treatment which would not otherwise have been 
discovered. He also suggested that the track on the plat- 
form should be of standard instead of narrow gage. Mr. 
Tratman (Engineering News) referred to the frequent 
waste of scrap, and to the fact that while money may 
sometimes be wasted in utilizing scrap by working it over 
again, yet that by proper discrimination and proper meth- 
ods of utilizing the material, a great saving may often be 
effected. One of the important points is to sort and sepa- 
rate the scrap as frequently as possible, so as to know 
just what it contains. Mr. Lawes (C. & E. I. Ry.), in 
closing the discussion, said that comparatively few roads 
were in a position to immediately work up a large propor- 
tion of their scrap, as on the Chicago & Northwestern Ry., 
but must collect, store and sell it. He thought a de- 
pressed track, with its retaining walls, would cost as 
much as an elevated platform, and would be troublesome 
in winter owing to snow and ice, and the difficulty of 
hauling heavily-loaded cars up the incline from the pit. 

The next paper, on “One Cause of Leaky Flues”’ 
(printed on page 215 of our last issue), was read by Mr. 
S. W. Miller, Master Mechanic of the Pittsburg, Cincin- 
nati, Chicago & St. Louis Ry. The caus® referred to was 
the injury to the tube plate by improper setting of the 
tubes and by the use of taper mandrels or drifts instead 
of proper tube expanders. In the discussion one member 
remarked that where bad water is used there will be 
trouble from leaky flues no matter how much care is 
taken. Another pointed out that the trouble depends 
largely upon the kind of firebox, the length and thickness 
of the tubes, etc. Mr. Lawes (C. & E. I. Ry.) thought, 
cast-iron thimbles much better than wrought iron, as 
the former have a permanent expansion after frequent 
heating and cooling, and so become tight, while the 
wrought-iron thimbles contract and eventually become 
loose,

The road will 
be equipped with 75-lb. rails in the U. 8. and 60-Ib. rails 
in Mexico, At the Pacific end it will connect with its 
own lines of steamers running north and south along the 
coast from Port Stilwell, and across the Pacific to the 
Philippines, China and Japan.
